APPROVAL OF MINUTES 


Member Gould moved that the Board approve the open session minutes of its Regular 
Meeting of April 19, 2012. Member Holewinski seconded the motion. The Board approved the 
motion unanimously by roll call vote. 

OWNER LICENSEE ITEMS 


• Empress Casino Joliet Corporation d/b/a Hollywood Casino Joliet - Christopher N. 
Balaban, Vice President of Finance - Level One 

Based on staffs investigation and recommendation, Member Holewinski moved that the
